Hui how do you think the reftoring of 
the States of France to their Power, will prevent 
this, Matter? 

Obf. Te plun. Piscr, that if the French King 
were depriv’d of the Power which he and his Pre- 
decefors Gil urjuftly ulurp to levy Money with- 
out ther Confent, he could not make War upon 
his Neie@hiLours to auy Purpofe, without their pre- 
vious Concurrence ; and the Way to fecure the E- 
{tates in this Power, were they once repoflets’'d of it, 
is for them to rcfume their ancient Priviledge of 
concurring with him in appointing who fhould 
keep and disburfe the publick Money, and com- 
mand the Armies, Fleets, and Garrifons. Were 
they once repofieisd of their Power of meeting and 
acting, with Freedom, Roger, they would certainly 
take Care iow they fufterd any of their Monarchs 
to {pend the Biood and Treafure of the Nation in 
unjult Conquelis; by which they have found, to 
their Cott, they reap no other Benefit, but to have 
their own Chains made heavier every Day. Be- 
fides, Rogir, they have found now, by their own 
Experience, what all other People, who afpir’d to 
univerfal Monarchy, did ever find to be true, viz, 
that all {uch Projects ifiue in the exhautting of the 
Nations which undertake it, and making them a 
Prey to others at laft. Thus the four great Mo- 
narchies, Which aim’d at fubjecting the whole 
World, came to nothing, and the Inhabitants of 
thofe Countries came to be Slaves themfelves. 
Thus the Spanifh Monarchy is reduc’'d to a Ske- 
Icton, and the French Monarchy is in a fair Way 


of being fo too, if all the Alhes be jult to them- 
felves.
